A Pointo 


A correspondent of the Home and 


Farm gives the following experiment 
with potatoes1. "I,ast spring 1 divided a 
piece of land into two parts, one-third 
and two-thirds rcspeclhcly. which 1 
],hinted with siiow-llake potatoes. In 
mi,-third of the piece 1 put perhaps 
moie Ihan one quart of sawdust lo the 
hill, placing the potatoes on the saw- 
dust and 'covering well with earth. 
The renviinder of the piece was planted 
without sawdust 
To 
my surprise, 


when 1 had dug them, I found that I 
had obtained uearH ;H many bushels 
from the one-third part which had re- 
cehcd the -a-wlnst as from the rest of 
the piece, the one-third part producing 
larger, smoother and more marketable 
potatoes from 
i acli hill than did 
the 


two-thirds part. 
I do not think it will 


have the -aim1 cflcd in all kinds of 
soil, nor do I think it will have the same 
ellect in the same soil e\ery season. 
The philo-opln is this- Potatoes, thrive 
best in loose, 'mellow soil, and in sea- 
sons not too wet. Theietore its effect 
can be most pile-dually demonstrated, 
and the contrast lie greater if the ex- 
periment is tried in land that is apt to 
bake and become hard, as the sawdust 
will allow the potato room to grow. It 
doubtless will have the best t'H'eets in 
wet seasons, tor Ihe siwttiist will ab- | 
sorb the wet to some extent, which will | 
cause the sawdust to rot. This will 
furnish the pot aloes i\ ith food, which 
will In- a -iih'titule lor manuring the 
hills.

Aft'Thaviiiglhe hind well plowed, mark j 
your lows tor planting w i t h a plow,

Hats on Sliips.

them conveyed to every part of the 
world. So industriously do they make 
homes for themselves in the numerous 
crannies and corners in the hull of a 
ship, that it is impossible to get rid of 
them.
